TERRIBLE TALES. — 


The Awful Experiences of Greely 
and His Comrades,

— 


Sailors’ Stories of the Finding of the Dead 
Bodies, Which Were Badly Mutilated 
and Bore Evidences of Having 
Been Breakfasted on by 
Cannibals—The Officers of 
the Relief Boats Still 
Very Reticent. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yorx, August 13.—The story of cannibalism 
among the survivors of the Greely Arctic Expedi- 
tion caused thousands of men and women to visit 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard to learn for themselves the 
truth or falsity of the story. On board the Thetis 
every man seemed determined tokeep his mouth 
shut. About the large iron tankin which the dead 
bodies of the heroes were so long concealed a little 
knotof sailors had gathered. They were more 
communicative than their superiors, but few of 
them knew anything of importance. All had seen 
the bodies of the dead, but only after blankets had 
been wrapped about them. The remains lay for 
ten days on the deck of the Thetis before they were 
put in the alcohol tanks. Every sailor on board the 
fleet was questioned concerning the condition of the 
bodies. Most of them were willing to talk 
and there seemed to be no restriction placed on 
their lips. But they could not tell much, because 
they had not seen the bodies undressed. An honest 
looking German was pointed out on the Thetis as 
the seaman who had accompanied the officers to 
the graves. His name was Hujjesen. Not know- 
ing that he was being interviewed, he told the story 
of the finding of the bodies in a way that carried 
conviction with it. The conversation had drifted to 
the hardships endured by Greely’s men, and this 
leading up to the finding of the bodies at Cape Sa- 
bine. The sailors said it was Second Lieutenant 
Colville who stood by me as I dug up the bodies. He 
and one other officer and myself were the only ones 
that left the boat to go to the graves. You know 
how we found the live men lying under a spread of 
cold canvas too weak to lift up the flaps. 
They could only crawl on their hands and knees. 
Well, I didn't see them for some time after they 
were taken on board, 

AND CAN'T TELL MUCH 

about them, butI do know something about the 
bodies. As I was saying, the boat's crew took us up 
close to the little hill where the bodies lay and we 
three went up to get them. I had my shovel with 
me, but the first thing 1 saw was a naked corpse 
lying right out of the ground. On the calf of the 
leg and on the thigh there were deep cuts as though 
a sailor’s sheath knife had carved away the flesh. 
‘The skin was drawn tightly over the rest of the 
body, and evenin the places where the cuts were 
not much flesh had been taken away. The man 
wastoo muchof askeleton, too much wasted to 
have yielded more than half an inch of flesh on any 
part of his body. The cuts looked 4s though some 
person had made a hasty cut on what were once the 
fleshy parte of thelegs. The slashes were about" 
eight Inches long and three inches wide. There 
were, on both legs and thighs, four 
cuts in all. Altogether there could not 
have been more than two or three pounds of meat 
taken from the corpses. The places where the flesh 
had been torn away had turned a yellowish black, 
but did not differ very much from the color of the 
skin. The man's face was drawn and haggard, the 
cheek bones stood out like an Indian‘s,andthe abdo- 
men had fallen in. It was the awfullest corpse I 
ever saw or want to see, I can tell you. We three 
stood there looking at it for sometime. Of course it 
wasn't my place to say anything, and I kept my 
mouth shut. Lieut. Colville was the first to say a 
word. Hesent me back for some blankets, so I 
dropped my shovel and hurried away. When I got 
back with the blankets there were two other 
naked bodies lying side by side with the first mutil- 
ated body we had found. I began to think that my 
shovel would not be needed. 

“Then these corpses had never been buried?” 

“Buried? No. They had been stripped of their 
clothes as soon as they died and left naked on the 
ground, Some of the 

FLESH HAD BEEN CUT AWAY 
from the arms and shoulders. The cuts were rough 
and jagged, as though done at night and at a time 
when the cannibal had to trust to his sense of feel- 
ing. Long shreds were stripped from the legs in ir- 
regular strips, suggesting the thought that the knife 
had been plunged in, and then the fingers had torn 
away what remained of the flesh. It was 
awful,” and the rough sailor shuddered and took 
another chew as he recalled the scene. “Well we 
wrapped what remained of the corpses in the blan- 
kets and went on a few steps, where we fonnd the 
graves. With the shovel I scraped off the thin layer 
of sand and brought to light the remains of the 
other nine men. These had been buried in their 
clothes just as they had died. A bag covered each 
one and by the names written on them we learned 


flesh and I deny ever having sent a communication 
saying 80 to Washington. That report is in the 
hands of the proper authorities, and if they 
soe ft to make it public, very well. 
Iwill say to you, however, that if the survivors of 
the party ate the flesh of their dead comrades I know 
nothing about it whatever. But, did I know of any- 
thing of the kind having been done. I should refuse 
to gratify a morbid curiosity and create a sensation 
oug of the sad misfortunes of these men by disclos- 
ing any knowlege to any but the proper authorities. 
Mea in such a situation lose their reason and are not 
strictly human beings. Starvation reduces men to 
brutes pretty rapidly and they will resort to means 
of sustaining life which to us would seem appalling. 
If you and I were reduced to such a strait that we 
must eat the other or both die, then 
it is proper that only the fittest should survive.” 
Commodore Schley slapped his hand upon the chart 
table, shut his mouth and turned away. 

' LIEUTENANT CROSBY, 
second in command of the Bear, refused to make 
any statement, either affirming or denying the 
story, 


Seeond Lieutenant Colville turned to the reporter 
who questioned him about the matter and said: “I 
decline to answer.” 

“The men on the Thetis say that they exhumed 
the bodies and that they were in a terribly emaciated 
condition to say the least, some of them not weigh- 
ing more than twenty pounds?” 

1 dug those bodies up myself. No seaman 
assisted me. Only one person , aided 
me, and that person was an officer. I discovered 
the bodies buried under the gravel and we dug 


them up, wrapped them in blankets and gave them 


to the sailors to carry down to the boats. 

“Then you would know if the flesh had been cut 
from the bones for the purpose of food?" 

“Again I must decline to answer. You want to 
know entirely too much.” 

Dr. Ames, surgeon of the Bear, attended the sick 
in company with Dr. Grace, of the Thetis. He de- 
nied in every particular the story that the dead had 
been devoured. 

Tom Maloney, a young sailor of the Thetis, who 
has been very intimate with the sailors on the voy- 
age home, declared that he knew nothing 
of cannibalism among the Greely crew, and he was 
one of those who were sent to bring the dead aboard 
the vessel from Cape Sabine. 

“Yes,” remarked Seaman Taylor, breaking into 
the conversation, “I was with Maloney on that trip, 
and he and I took out the bodies. The flesh was 
very much shriveled up. Where the gravel had 
blowp off of one body the toes were exposed. They 
were like skeleton's toes. We had tried to carry the 
bodies down carefully but two of the men slipped in 
climbing down and they let the body of Lieut. Kis- 
lingbury fall and the back was broken. That's all 
the maiming that I heard of. However, I am 
in the service yet and can't say much. 
Maybe in ten days, when I get my discharge, I may 
say more. The non-committal attitude of all the 
subordinate officers is pointed out as confirming the 
report that 

THE STARVING WRETCHES 

did feed upon their brothers, but it is generally con- 
ceded that this was not done publicly. If done at 
all it was in the darkness of night that, crazed with 
hunger, the, starving unfortunates crept, knife in 
hand, toward the frozen corpses. It was when no 
eye could see them, when thé awful deed was hidden 
from even their own t. that they tore the flesh 
from thé limbs and it half raw. There 
was no companionship in this horrible feasting. 
Every hungry wretch shut his eyes to the mute tes- 
timomy of mutilated bodies. No man could say 

his friend eat of that flesh. It was one

Blaine To Visit the New York Headquarters 
—Conkling’s Apathy.

New Yorc, August 13.—James G. Blaine will ar- 
rive here Wednesday next to deal direct with John

SWEPT BY FIRE. 


The Entire Business Portion of a 
Town Wiped Out.

The Loss Reaching Up Into the Hundreds 
of Thousands of Dollars—A Fireman 
Buried Beneath Falling Walls 
—The Daily Fire Record. 


Erte Pa., August 13.—About 3 o'clock this 
morning fire broke out in the drug store of Brookers 
& Fleming in the northeastern part of this town 
and spread rapidly. In reply to a call for assistance 
a steamer was sent by the Erie Fire Department. It 
was several heurs before it could be got under con- 
trol, and the business portion of the town is 
now in ashes. Among the blocks destroyed are 
Town's, Loomis", Hall's, Bellknap's, the Union and 
the Haynes House. These and the Presbyterian 
Church were mostly fire brick buildings; built since 
the fire of 1871, when this same district was burned 
over. Among those burned out are First National 
Bank, Short, Blaine & Gould's Bank, Stocton's jew- 
elry store, Ferrel's grocery store, Logan's shoe store, 
Ingalls’ jewelry store, Loomis’ harness sh Kell- 
oge’s hardware and grocery store, Haynes’ Hotel and 
clothing house, Hammond's crockery store, Smiley 
& McDonald's grocery, Towns’ dry atore, 
Loomis & Sullivan's boot and shoe store, Damon's 
dry goods store, Holcomb's meat market, Greer's 
dry goods store, the Opera House, Ross’ drug store, 
Bellknap & Hitchcock's grocery, Butt’s cigar store 
and some small shops. Over two-thirds of the 
business portion of the town was destroyed, includ- 
ing the best buildings in the place. No estimate of 
the loss and insurance can be yet made.

OFFICIAL LAW BREAKERS. 

PRESIDENT ARTHUR'S Collector of the Port 
of Chicago withdraws from the Republican 
Committee under legal advice that it is a vio- 
lation of the Civil Service Law for any mem- 
ber of the civil list to be a member of any com- 
mittee that receives and disburses moneys con- 
tributed by other members of the civil list for 
political purposes. But United States Marshal 
Jones of the Chicago District, who is indebted 
to Loo Ax for his appointment, refuses to with- 
draw from the Blaine Committee, and says 
that he is advised that his being a member of 
the committee does not make him responsible 
for its acts so as to expose him to the penalties 
of the law he would violate if he performed 
the functions of a committeeman. 

His idea is that an official can be a member 


| of a committee of campaign fund collectors, 


and serve its black-mailing purposes as an of- 
ficial bull-dozer of Government employes or as 
an official protector of those who violate the law, 
and yet not be guilty of violating the law him- 
self, if he does not personally handle the money 
they are forced to contribute, This would make 
the enactment of the law, or any attempt 
to enforce it, a pitiful farce. But the proba- 
bility is that Mr. LOGAN’s man is not as well 
adtised as Mr. ARTHUR’S man. 

The law wascarefully worded to divest such 
committees of all official authority or coercive 
influence so far as Government employes are 
concerned, and the official who consents to be a 
member of such a committee makes himself as 
guilty of all its acts as if he had consented to be 
a member of a gang of counterfeiters, knowing 
that they were engaged in making and shov- 
ing the queer.” 

Of course a party that has held ELKINs, 
DORSEY, Brapy and KELLOGG scatheless 
through all the Star Route exposures can be 
relied on to protect violators of the Civil 
Service law if BLAINE is elected. But if 
CLEVELAND should be inaugurated, every of- 
ficial belonging to a committee that receives 
campaign contributions from Government em- 
ployes, and every Government employe that 
contributes money for political purposes to a 
committee of which a Government official or 
employe is a member, will be prosecuted and 
punished with a fine not exceeding $5,000, or 
imprisonment not exceeding three years, or 
both in the discretion of the court. 


WE were paying $3 50 an ounce for quinine 
when we abolished the protective duty that 
enabled a monopoly to charge three prices for 
it. We were told then that the removal of this 
protection would ruin the home manufacture 
and make us dependent on foreigners, who 
would soon establish a worse monopoly and 
make us pay more for an inferior article. But 
though the foreign article is now down to $1 
in our market and two quinine manufactories 
at Manheim and one at Paris are about to sus- 
pend as the one at Milan did recently, American 
quinine is still produced at the rate of 2,000,000 
ounces a year and is preferred at $1 25 to the 
foreign at $1. Our manufacturers complain 
that at this price their profit is discouragingly 
small. If so they should be protected by a 
duty large enough to cover the difference 
between home and foreign wages. But the fact 
that they can afford to sell at $123 while their 


| foreign competitors are going into bankruptcy | 
or suspending, isa proof that the duty under | 


which they extorted $3 50 from consumers was 
a great wrong.

Remains of human banquets are to be 
found in the lately opened caves of France and the 
prehistoric remains of Denmark. Savage tribes the 
world over bave eaten their enemies, a fact which 
induced the philosopher Compte to declare that the 
greatest step forward in civilization made by man 
was the invention of slavery, which substituted 
service for food. When the early explorers 


come firer to America. they found the West Indian 
Islanders all man-eaters, whence the name Cannibal 
comes, “Carribal” being the word used by the 
ish discoverers. These Indians were exceed- 
ingly partial to human flesh, eating, however, only 
that of their enemies. In Marco Palo’s travels in 
the East, be describes markets in which human flesh 
was offered for sale in Tartary, and later travelers 
have confirmed this fact. The same open sale is 
said to be the custom among the wild tribes near the 
Congo in Africa and in other parts of the interior of 
the dark continent.

Instances are on record wherein 
crews of wrecked vessels were preserved for the 
sole reason that they were unfit to eat. 

Among white men cannibalism has always been 
regarded with the deepest loathing and horror, and 
it has only been under the direst stress of famine 
that food so unnatural has been resorted to. There 
has always been an idea amounting almost to a suh 
perstition that once & man partakes of the ghoulish 
repast the § foul appetite grows upon 
him, and that no fear of punishment or detection 
can keep him from seeking new victims. This is said 
to be a mania, andaname has been given to it, 
“anthrophagia,”’ of which many well authenticated 
cases are to be found in the books.

named Elizabeth was burned in the middle of the 
thirteenth century for murdering and de- 
vouring a number of children.

In the United States Circuit Court the order of 
Judge Brewer, s'tting at chambers in Leavenworth 
on the petition of Ethan Hitchcock, 
receiver of the St. Louis Ore & Steel Co., was filed.

THE SECOND EMPIRE. 


The Life of Napoleon and His Em- 
press, the Handsome Eugenie. 


A i | writer has just published a curi- 
ous micograph on the second empire, entitled 
The Imperial Court at —2 — The au- 
thoress— for the pseudonyme Sylvanecte con-. 
ceals a female pen — was a witness of the life of 
Napoleon III. and of his empress, 
some Eugenie. She relates what she saw and 
makes us witness the hatching of some of the 
imperial projects, showing to what trivial 
causes were due the successes and reverses of 
that regime. Sylvanecte gives an account cf 
the hunts, the Is, the theatrical entertain- 
ments, ofall that whirl “of social life in the 
midst of which the victory of Solferino and 
the catastrophe of Sedan were prepared.’ 
These contemporary souvenirs give us, in the 
first place, a curious series of sketches of the 
rincipal personages who presided over the 
etes at Compiegne, as for example the follow- 
ing elements for an authentic portrait of the 
Empress Eugenie: ‘Physically the mate of 
Napoleon III. answers quite accurately to the 
rtrait M. de Bismarck, ex-ambassador of 
-russia to Paris, has traced of her: Very 
ty, of average height, magnificent shoulders, a 
blonde, intellectually. a good deal of natural 
wit, but very little instruction, and taking but 
little interest in intellectual matters.” Syl 
vanecte denies the accuracy of this observsa 
tion. The empress,” says she, had neither less 
nor more instruction than the 2 part of 
her compatriots: in Spain all that is required 
of women is that they should be loveable and 
pretty; on the whole Mile. Montito Marchioness 
de Moya y Teba had seen much, read little and 
heard a great deal, and she remembered what 
she had seen and heard. She was as familiar 
with history or rather with the chronique gal- 
ante of 9 as she was with that of 
Trouville and Monte Cario.“ The free man- 
ners of the empress seem to have often scan- 
dalized some of. those who surrounded her. 
One evening when a charade was being played, 
the actors and actresses so forgot themselves 
thata young colonel ventured to show he was 
scandaliazed at such light conduct in the pres- 
sence of the empress. Vous n etez con- 
tent colonel? Et bien je n’en fiche, refiche et 
contrefiche,” was the answer of the émpress 
and the emperor applauded it. That colonel 
was Marquis de GalliMit. I have, perhaps, told 
this story on a previous occasion: but it is a 
good one all the same and will bear repeti- 
tion. 

The empress was very fond of playing the 
soldier. She took a notion one day to hold a 
review of the regiments garrisoned at Melun 
and Fontainebleau. Galloping, in her riding 
habit trimmed with white, at the heal of the 
squadrons, she was seen, in the absence of the 
emperor, distributing decorations and promis- 
ing promotions—all this to the disgust of the 
soldiers and discontent of the officers: She had 
a great prediliction for the ceremonious usage of 
the monarchy; wished the court hunting par- 
ties to wear Louis XV. costumes of —_ and 
gold trimmed with red instead of the blue and 
silver of the Bourbons. She made a display of 
her respect for monarchical souveniers, and 
thought that she was showing her wit by re- 
peating on all occasions, “Il am the only legit- 
imist there is here.” For al time she could 
think of nothing but rules of precedence, of 
court costumes, of the revival of the amusements 
fashionable under the monarchy, and especially 
of those dear -to Marie Antoinette—mon type, 
as she called her, and for whom she had an es 
pecial reverence. The chapters about the im- 

rial hunts contain some interesting details. 

he salaries of the officials were something 
fabulous. Marshal Magnan, the master of the 
hunt, received 100,000 francs a year, and a sin- 
gle day’s hunt woud cost from 15,000 to 40,000 
francs. Extravagant as he was, Napoleon III. 
had fits of economy, one of them on the day 
when Prince Jerome came with one of his in- 
ceseant requests for money. The emperor ro- 
fused, Jerome got angry and exclaimed: It is 
easy to see that you have nothi of the em- 
peror about you.” Vou are mistaken,” answer- 
ed Napoleon. calmly, 1 have his family.” 
Naturally the empress occupies the first place 
in this history of a reign of which she was the 
soul. She was, so to speak, the magnet 
around which all this microcosm of Compiegne 
moved: she received the homage of all the sov- 
erei of Europe, and the most assiduous were 
the kings of Prussia and Holland. On one of 
her fete days the Diable a Quatre” was play- 
ed at Compiegne in costumes, and four 
of the court danced in tights and short skirts 
on the stage of the chateau. At the ball which 
followed the danseuses appeared in their scant 
attire and had an immense success. The em- 
press always insisted on the decollete, and her 
reasons for this were similar to those of Mme. 
de Maintenon, who as is well known, captured 
Louis XIV. by the charms of her bosom. The 
thinnest gauze was not tolerated at court, and 
one day noticing an old lady in a h-necked 
dreas, who was uying to hide herself as best 
she could in one of the rear boxes at Compiegne, 
the empress sent a chamberlain ordering her to 
leave the theater at once. Slyvanecte also 
notes the following curious trait in the imperial 

r: ‘The emperor and the empress were not 

ond of music.” Compare this with the words 
of Shakespeare: Tho man that hath no music 
in himself.” etc., and draw your own conclu- 
sions, The volume is full of these significant 
details, but I will only cite one more w 
shows the fatal blindness of Napoleon III.
